Under a decision 
of the supreme' 
court of the state of Florida, cities 
in the state can. assess property at 
a higher valuation than the assess-- 
ment placed 
on the 
same 
property 
by the county. 
The 
case 
was ap 
pealed 
from Pinellas 
county 
(St. 
Petersburg) 
and is regarded as one 
of the most Important ever handed! 
down by the state's highest tribunal, 
as: it affects not only the city from 
which the case was appealed, but ev-- 
ery 
municipality 
in Florida, 
the 
right of a city to assess at a higher 
valuation than the assessment 
made 
by the county officials being upheld, 
j 
The supreme court by its decision 
holds that the assessment 
can 
be 
higher, and sustains the city in its 
right to place its own valuation on 
property within 
the city, regardless 
of the valuation fixed by the county 
for state and county 
purposes. 
Un- 
der this 
new 
ruling 
Daytona 
can 
assess at full valuation 
and 
the 
county tax assessor can continue 
to 
place the customary 
one-fift-h 
or 
one-fourt- h 
Valuation 
on the same 
prop- 
erty, the city thereby being able to 
increase its bond limit through the 
higher valuation without having to 
be 
assessed 
higher 
by 
the 
county 
and pay more than its share of the 
expenses of the state government.

His 
father.

George 
III.

up far more strictly than any clergy 
man's 
son. 
Young George Augustus 
Frederick was kept busy by his tutors, 
lectured by his. parents and guarded 
against any knowledge of the world's 
gayety. If there was anything in strict 
upbringing 
he ought to have grown 
into a sort of a saint 
Instead 
(when 
he was eighteen and the bondage of 
tutors and father was removed), 
he 
became one of the worst blackguards 
of his 
- time. 
This was in 1780. 
The moment his 
education 
was finished Prince George 
started another sort of education on 
his 
own 
account 
Forgetting every 
lesson 
of 
decency 
that 
had 
been 
taught him he plunged into the wild- 
est, 
most 
depraved 
dissipation, 
lie 
drank, gambled, defied the moral law. 
His life was a national scandal. 
A 
liar, a libertine, 
a drunkard, a man 
who gambled 
with 
money that was 
not his own, he is said to have added 
to his other vices 
by such crooked 
horse racing "deals" that the Jockey 
club had to "warn him off the turf." 
With it all he was handsome, 
had 
charm of manner 
when he cared to 
and was a slave (as well as master) 
to fashion. 
These qualities won him. 
the title of "First Gentleman 
of 
Eu- 
rope." 
His 
sayings, 
his dress, his 
manner were copied by the "fast set" 
and his approving nod was coveted by 
social climbers. 
Though he was often 
kindly in a careless sort of way, when 
it cost him nothing, yet there is per- 
haps no case known where he sacri- 
ficed his own comfort or pleasure for 
any one. 
. 
His first political 
act was to Join 
his father's 
enemies 
in parliament. 
In, return for his support these 
poli- 
ticians tried to raise George's yearly 
allowance 
from 
250,000-- : to 
9500,000. 
His father, George III., refused to al- 
low this. 
And father and son grew to 
hate 
each-other- 
. 
The prince proceed- 
ed to run deep into debt and to marry 
a Mrs. FItzherbert. 
As crown prince 
of England he had no right to marry 
without 
his father's consent 
When 
he was brought to account for it he 
calmly denied the marriage and lured 
an 
unsuspecting 
friend 
(the 
states- 
man, Fox) into publicly backing the 
denial, j 
More and more money he got from 
parliament 
as 
time 
went 
on. 
But 
every penny of it went into gambling 
ot for other low purposes. 
He was 
forever in debt. 
His father went 
in- 
sane, partly because 
of his son's 
be- 
havior. 
George 
amused 
his 
cronies 
by 
mimicking 
he crazy 
king's 
rav- 
ings. 
Then 
in 
1795, 
during 
a lucid 
interval, King George 
III. offered to 
pay the prince's 
debts 
if he would 
marry tne Princess Caroline of Bruns- 
wick. 
George 
consented. 
The marriage was 
most 
unhappy. 
Caroline was frivolous and eccentric. 
George 
w-a-s 
brutal 
and 
neglectful. 
They separated after the birth of their 
only 
child, 
the 
Princess 
Charlotte 
(who died in 1S17). 
George then 
ma- 
liciously accused 
his wife of uiit'aith- - 
fulness and of other crimes. 
Thougli 
a court acquitted 
her, yet her reputa- 
tion was wrecked. 
George meantime 
had deserted his 
old friends and contracted new debts. 
His father's insanity 
became 
perma- 
nent and George was made regent or 
Great Britain. 
His vile life then grew 
more and more a public scandal. 
By 
the time his father died in 
and 
the prince mounted the British throne 
as King George IV., the people hated 
him. 
He was hissed 
in 
the 
public 
streets. 
Once 
his 
carriage 
was 
stoned. 
An attempt was also made to 
murder 
him. 
He did little for his 
country, caring for politics only as a 
means 
to get more gambling 
money 
for himself. 
He won a momentary popularity by 
visiting 
Ireland 
in 
1821 and Scotland 
in 1822. 
He was 
the 
first 
British 
king to set foot in Scotland for 
172 
years and he was 
gladly 
received. 
(Sir Walter Scott, the great 
writer, 
was so proud of the monarch's 
visit 
that he begged leave to keep forever 
the glass out of which George took 
his first drink on Scotch soil. 
Georye 
gave him the glasb. 
Scott put it in 
his coat tail pocket for sale keeping; 
then, forgetfully, sat down 
on It.) 
In 
1 
::), at the age of 
sixty-- , even. 
George IV. died. 
Bad as he 
v.a.-- : at 
1 
hated 
by decent people, England hai 
flourished mightily 
during 
his reign. 
But the land's prosperity 
was accom- 
plished in spite of its king, not through 
any effort of his. 
Worthless 
George 
IV. had 
uncon- 
sciously taught England an Immortal 
lesson; 
namely, that a king is largely 
a figurehead 
and 
that 
a 
country's 
greatness 
depends 
not on him, but 
upon its people.

residents may speak 
of 
Anatolia. 
Albania 
or

Lebanon. 
They will tell you they live at Smyr 
na, Salonikl 
or Beirut or elsewhere, 
but the word Turkey never 
crosses 
their lips. 
In the realm itself there is 
no collective name for the territory oi 
the sultan. 
Albania, Bulgaria and Roumania, 
a!

contiguous

speak three totally different languages. 
The Bulgarian tongue is that of an 
clent Russia, and Roumanian resenibles 
that of ancient Rome more closely than 
modern Italian does.
